improv ement went throu gh withou t a 
remonstrance. 
First street will be 
pav ed from Main street east to Per­ 
kins street. 
The one block in 
Perkins street 
did not hav e as easy sailing as First 
street, becau se 
Capt. 
Gwinn pre­ 
sented a remonstrance 
signed by 
himself and wife. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Gwinn own all the property on the 
east side of the cou rt hou se and did 
not desire that the street be pav ed. 
Cou ncilman Parsons mov ed that the I 
remonstrance l>e laid 
on the table. 
. 
His motion w as promptly seconded | 
by Cou ncilman Orme and the road 
roller was started ov er Capt. Gwinn. 
The clerk will receiv e bids for the 
work at the regu lar meeting, Ju ly 
15. Both streets will be pav ed with 
brick and the cou ncil hopes to ru sh 
the work throu gh. 
The action of Capt. Gwinn in re­ 
monstrating against 
the 
improv e­ 
ment came as a 
su rprise 
to the 
members of the cou ncil. 
When the 
improv ement was first planned the 
resolu tion called for the improv e­ 
ment of First street as far east as 
the alley the other side of Perkins 
street, thu s taking in 16 5 feet of the 
Gwinn property .

The C. O. D. featu re will apply 
only to packages consigned to points 
in the United States proper.

missable to the parcel post may ’ be 
sent by 
merchants and 
others to 
prospectiv e pu rchasers and the cost 
price of the 
article and 
charges 
thereon not ex ceeding $100 will be 
collected on deliv ery and retu rned 
by money ’ order to the senders, who 
will be giv en a receipt showing the 
name of the office where it is mailed, 
the date of mailing, the nu mber of 
the parcel and the amou nt du e him 
thereon. 
A C. 0. D. parcel will be accepted 
for mailing only at a money order 
office and only ’ when addressed to a 
money order office. The fee on each 
parcel is 10 cents in addition to the 
postage, and both are reimbu rsed to 
the sender by collection from the 
addressee u pon deliv ery ’ of the par­ 
cel.

Washington, July 2.—When they ap­ 
pear before the senate investigating 
committee the officers of the National 
Asso^iaticn of Manufacturer^ will in­ 
troduce some letters on their side. The 
subpena which the senate committee 
has served on James A. Emery , the 
legal representatitve of the associa­ 
tion here, calls for all correspondence 
in his offices relating to the Manufac­ 
turers’ association. 
It was learned that the letters 
which the manufacturers will produce 
Include some by Colonel Martin M. 
Mulhall, which the colonel has not in­ 
corporated in his $10,000 batch. Some 
of these letters will throw interesting 
light on the so-called labor lobby in 
Washington, and the men who are sup­ 
posed to represent it. It will bring in 
the names of some Democratic states­ 
men and probably will lead to an in­ 
vestigation of the activities of the men 
in Washington who have represented 
organized labor. 
New Jersey politics 
also will figure in this batch of Mul- 
hali’s letters. 
The correspondence will also show 
the scores of letters written by Colonel 
Mulhall urging his re-employ ment by 
the N. A. M. subseq uent to his dismis­ 
sal from their service, in which he was 
making numerous promises and covert 
threats of the course he would pursue 
in the event that the association re­ 
fused his further engagement. 
There was a rapid interchange of 
telegrams between Washington and 
San Francisco, relative to the serving 
of subpenaes upon John Kirby , jr., and 
D. M. Farrv, former presidents of the 
Manufacturers’ association, who were 
about to sail for Australia. The result 
was that they abandoned their trip and 
have headed for Washington. 
Inq uiry into the charges of Colonel 
Mulhall by the senatorial investigators 
of the lobby will not be begun until 
the week beginning July II. Thic is 
q uite contrary to what had been the 
general impression when the MuihaJl 
charges were first given publicity , but 
Chairman 
Overman 
made 
the an­ 
nouncement that the sugar and wrool 
lobbies engaged in fighting out the tar­ 
iff q uestion before congress would re 
ceive first attention from the commit­ 
tee. 
At today ’s session the committee 
hopes to complete the inq uiry provided 
for by the recent Norris resolution. 
David Lamar, a Wall street operator, 
who had been mentioned by Edward 
Lauterbach in his last week’s testi­ 
mony as his principal in a number of 
financial activities, was summoned, as 
also were Attorney s Lewus Cass Led- 
y ard, Max well Evarts and Paul D. Cra- 
vath. Otto Kahn of the firm of Kuhn. 
Loeb & Co., also received a telegraph­ 
ic subpena, but there is a possibility 
that he will be ex cused from appear­ 
ing. owing to the illness of his wife. 
The ex amination of the Union Pacific 
attorney s and Mr. Lamar, it is thought 
by Chairman Overman, surely can be 
completed in two day s. 
An additional reason for the com­ 
mittee’s decision to “clean up” on the 
two most important phases of the tar­ 
iff lobby inq uiry before going ahead 
with the investigation of the Mulhall 
broadside, is the doubt as to the ex act 
intentions of the house of representa­ 
tives in regard to its own investiga­ 
tion of the Mulhall allegations.

G ettysburg, Pa., July 2.—W ith ad ­ 
dresses by the secretary of war, the 
gov ernors and generals, they had the 
official form al and cerem onial opening 
of the camp, but the v eterans did not 
follow the program . 
Of th« 53,000 blue and gray v eterans 
in camp only 3,000 spent the day w ith 
the gov ernors and generals in the big 
reunion tent, while fully 30,000 of the 
v eterans dev oted the day to the 3,664 
known and unknow n dead in the na­ 
tional cem etery on the ridge im m edi­ 
ately back of th e camp. 
The headstone of ev ery grav e was 
decorated w ith crossed A m erican and 
Pennsylv ania flags, which a t a distance 
turned the G ettysburg battle section 
of the cem etery into a w av ing sea of 
carnations and forget-m e-nots. 
And 
tow ard th a t holy flower bed cov ering 
G ettysburg’s dead heroes th eir surv iv ­ 
ing com rades trav elled all day in rev ­ 
erent pilgrim age. 
H undreds of the 
old v eterans got up w ith the sun at 
5 o’clock and, on canes and crutches, 
they tottered up the hill to the soldier 
grav es. 
All day the stream tow ard the cem­ 
etery continued, and those who reach­ 
ed C em etery hill spent nearly the 
whole day there, searching am ong the 
grav es for th eir dead com rades, look­ 
ing for “H ank’s brother from our 
tow n,’’ and for "Bill, a schoolm ate of 
! mine, who fell in my com pany.” 
Then the oíd v eterans ju st lay down 
j under the trees in the cem etery as 
close as possible to the discov ered 
grav e of a soldier com rade, 
j 
The grav e brought fresh to the mind 
all 
the circum stances under which 


j “H ank’s b roth er” or “T?lll of our com- 
¡ pahy” had been killed and under the 
| cem etery trees the old battle scenes 
were all rev iv ed. 
No v eteran found the grav e of his 
com pany m ate w ithout uncov ering his 
head and failing m iserably in his a t­ 
tem pt to hold back the tears. 
And around the statu e of the Penn­ 
sylv ania leader of the first day’s battle, j 
General Reynolds, stood a crowd of un­ 
cov ered v eterans all day. 
Indeed, the 
cem etery was the greatest attraction 
to the v eterans. 
M any of them neg­ 
lected their m ess call and stayed at 
the cem etery, under the trees flinging j 
the soldier grav es, dream ing aH day 
about fifty years ago. 
And w,hile the old soldiers dream t 
a t the grav es, the 
big circus tent 
w here 
gov ernors, 
generals, 
judges, 
bankers and railroad presM ents sat on 
the stage ready to do honor to the v et­ 
erans by reciting th eir deeds of v alor 
and glory, was largely ignored by the 
honored guests, the old soldiers. 
The 
grav es of “Bill” and “H ank's b roth er” 
and “Jak e” w ere m uch closer to their 
hearts. 
But not a flower was placed 
on any of the grav es. 
“Those flags m ake about as pretty 
flowers 
as 
you 
would 
w ant 
any­ 
w here,” observ ed the v eterans, and the 


f e w flowers that were brought along 
w ere carried aw ay again. 
Only at 
General Reynolds’s statu e did the old 
v eterans drop such m odest flowers as 
they had picked on the battlefield.
